4. EGYPT HAS NO FIRM PLANS FOR SC DEBATE 

EMBASSY MOSCOW REPORTS THAT EGYPTIAN FOREIGN MINISTER

MAY 28 EGYPT HAS NO FIRM TACTICS IN MIND FOR THE
